Stone, Lande, Mayrand, Make Clean Sweep Of Motion — 
Support Complete And Immediate Disarming Of 
Nations — Depression Said To Be Diie To Great War 
—Organization Ready To Present Wish Of Nations — 
Collard Leads Opposition— -French Speakers Guests Of 
Parliament — Both Languages Used In Debate — Audi- 
ence Fills Union Ballroom. 



THE feelings of the McGill student body were expressed last 
night at the session of the Mock Parliament in the Union Ball- 
room when the motion, "Resolved that present day conditions 
justify immediate and complete disarmament," was carried 
almost unanimously by their vole. The speakers laid great stress 
on the present depression which they traced to the Great War, the 
necessity for disarmament as a cure, and the readyness of the 
machinery for that action. 

After a brief address of welcome from Col. Bovey, the Hon. 
President of the Debating Union, Carl Goldenberg introduced the 
speakers of the evening. He pointed out the presence of student 
speakers from the University of Montreal, Albert Mayrand, and 
Guy Legault. From McGill were Fred Stone, Harold Lande, and 
David Lewis for the affirmative, and Edmund Collard, David An 
derson, and Paul Gagnon for the negative 

EfftcU of War 

Fred V. Stone, the proposer pointed 
wut-the effects of war. In England 
three quarters of the taxes go to pay- 
ment of war debts, all countrler -puf- 
fer similarly, the whole world being 
in an economic depression of huge 
proportions. If there had been no 
Great War there would be no such 
s conditions. The cure for the evil Is 
co-operation of all the nations, the 
machinery of disarmament Is ready, 
and the whole, world agree that It 
njust come at once. • ' s 




Edmund Collard, epeaklng for the 
opposition, illustrated the impossibil- 
ity of disarmament at present .owing 
<t0 Mho geographical, economic, and 
Tio'ltlcal stales of (he countries of 
Europe of today. Ho mentioned such

Harold Lande 
showed the great increases in armies 
nnd navies since the war. He de- 
plored the spending of huge sums

Late registration brings the total 
number of students nt McGIU to a 
higher number than, that of the pre- 
vious year, in spite of the fact that 
the School for . Social Workers Has 
been closed, Tho actual figure, ex- 
cluding agriculture, was issued .yes- 
terday afternoon at *>ie .n-rrlBlrnr'a 
office as 2,52s. ' an increase of 25 
over that of tho year before." 

The Faculty of Arts and 1 Science 
heads the list with 1,040 and shows 
an increase in thé number, of women 
students, and a, decrease of men stu- 
dents. Medicine comes next .with a 
total of 468, which is Just about 
the same as' that of last year. The 
faculty of engineering shows an In- 
crease ,of 20,- whereas architecture 
has a record registration of 50. . 

The school of Physical EducatUm 
has decreased from 43 to 34, possib- 
ly duo to. the fact that the Initial" 
demand for qualified instructors has 
now been met and future demand 
will be more or les.s steady.

FARMERS NEED HELP 

Handicraft Exhibition Now 
On View At Art 
Gallery 

"The TJniversity can do Its share to 
bring back prosperity by creating a 
well-informed publlo opinion. McGill 
has done Its part by starting several 
lecture serlos on topics of tho day, 
such as the "Fuel Symposium," and Dr. 
Day's lectures on the Gold Standard," 
statod Colonel Wilfrid Bovey In an ad- 
dress given at a luncheon of the Lion's 
Club yesterday at the Mount Royal 
Hotel. 

Col. Bovey, who spoke on "Handi- 
crafts," said that, in à period such as 
this, tho people in tho cities .should 
support the farmers, who are the 
backbone of the country. ''If we In ^the 
cities do not back up the Canadian 
farmers, nobody will, and, if we do, 
we will be well repaid," said Col. 
Bovey. For that reason we should buy 
the products of Canadian farms, 
rather than imported foodstuffs, etc.' 

The erop this year Is better than 
ever before, there are good roads;' to 
bring it to the market, and yet it Is 
going to waste, because there la no de- 
mand for it In Canada. The people in 
the cities can create this demand by 
using only made-in-Canada goods. 
Tweed Produced 
In this connection Col. Bovey, who 
is President . of the' Canadian Handi- 
crafts Guild, said .that the farmers 
of Canada, particularly of Quebec, 
Nova. Scotia, and Prince Edward 
Island, produce a great deal of home- 
made tweed, which can compare, both 
in quality and price, with tho best im- 
ported twbeds. In Nova Scotia, the 
farmers' wives weave carpets by 
hand, .almost equal to good Wilton, 
and Just as wearable. In addition to 
these, they mako tho. familiar rag. and 
liook.ëd rugn "suitable for. sununer cot- 
tages, etc. 

The blacksmiths In the country 
make; a high grade of wrought Iron 
products, which can be bought 'as 
cheaply as the machine made. Wood- 
workers . In .Canada carve by hand 
soma/ wonderful works, both artistic 
arid' practical. 

By .buying the produce of Canadian 
farms, we are improving the condl 
tion. of our farmers, and the prosper 
Ity of a country depends- on the con- 
dition of Its fanners. We can hope, 
for a return to normal only when the 
farm Industries of Canada are once 
again on their, feet". . '

David Anderson 
said that all pacts to tho end of dis 
àrmament have been broken and will 
be broken at all times. He passion 
ately deplored the loss of work of thj 
soldiers; and sailors concerned If Bueh 
àn action was to be made. 

In the rebuttal Edmund Collard.-4e 
clarèd . that there.. was no power, 
strong enough to take 'away the arms 
of the countries of today. The condl 
tlohs of geography do not permit 
disarmament. There is always a war 
psychology which makes that méà 
sure'necéssary. 

David Lewis, making • the final 
speech for thè motion, .declaimed . the. 
attitude of the opposition which wu 
one of passive subjection, to the Ul£ 
of war. It had said that because the 
nations must and will fight, they 
should be given arms, and tftén In the 
next breath called it a shame that 
such a state of affairs should be. if 
the leaders of the world do not recog- 
nise that disarmament is nècêssary 
at once, it is the duty of -every citU 
zen of the world to put men into 
power who will ftilfll ' the wifhès of 
humanity. The attitude which -:1s 
taken today, that war is necessary to 
kettle disputes, is false. Every prob« 
lèfn which we fàce today can and 
must be. solved amlcàbly.

Education Shoidd Cultivate 
Intuitions, Says Owen Young 



Emotions Also Stressed In 
Address To Class At 
St. Lawrence 

By Exchange Service 

Cultivation of intuitions and emo- 
tions was emphasized In a commence- 
ment address given this summer by 
Owen.D. Young, author of the Young 
plan and director of International'Gen- 
eral ■ Electric company, which is cited 
by Dr. John R."Mez as' one of the 
best comments on education- ho has 
read. '•• 

In the address which was made at 
St. Lawrence uhlversity, of which 
Mr. Young is à member of the board 
of trustees ho asked five questions of 
the graduates. The questions as 
quoted by Dr. Mez are: ' - 

"Have you enlarged your knowledge 
of obligations and increased your ca- 
pacity to perform them? 
. "Havo ybu developed your Intuitions 
and made more sensitive your emo- 
tions? 

"Have you discovered your mental 
aptitude? 

"Havo you learned enough about 
tho machinery of society and its his- 
tory to enable you to apply your gifts 
effectively? 

■ "Have you acquired- adequate skill 
in communication with others?" 

Mr.- Young wonders»whethcr college 
courses havo not tended to exalt "the 
moro operations of «^the consctpus 
mind." Ho also 1 wonders if tho emor 
Uons have not been deadened by too 
much application to cold mathematics 
and exact sciences. 

Dr. Mez pointed' out that while Mr. 
Young urged and advised cultivation 
of the emotions and Intuitions ho is a 
man who has had to deal with cold 
scientific, fact's ". .and the Bolid figures, 
of International finance. 

In commenting on the five ques- 
tion Dr. Mez preferred. to transpose 
them Into the prosent tense and 
asked, "Are you doing them?" Dr. 
Mez went on to quote a part of Mr. 
Young's address: . '• ' 

"I commend to' ybu' an examination 
of what your obligations, are in this 
modern world, and a continuing study 
of how you intend to perform them.
